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1, INTRODUCTION

1.1 This Consent Judgment is entered into by and between Plaintiff Shefa

| LMV, LLC (“Shefa”) and Defendant John Paul Products, LLC (“JPP”) and for any product sold

| through its disteibution channel.
1.2 Shefa and JPP are collectively referred to as the “Parties™ and individually
as a “Party.”
1.3 Shefa is a limited lability company in California that is acting as-a private

‘enforcer pursuant to the Safe Drinking Water and Toxic Enforcement Act of 1986, California

Health & Safety Codg § 25249.5 et seq, (“Proposition 657), and is enforcing Proposition 65.
1.4 JPP emplovs ten or more persens-and isa person in the course of doing
1.5 The products covered by this Consent Judgment (“Covered Products™) ar¢

pet shampoos and other pet care products manufactured, distributed and/or sold by JPP that eontain

or are alleged to contain coconut oil disthanolamine condensate (cocamide diethanolamine)

(referred to hereit as “cocamide DEA”), including but not limited to Tea Tree shampoo and Super

Bright Shampoo, which are distributed, marketed, sold, or offered for sale in California by JPP or
any su’ppli’eri, distribuior, or refailer, including but not limited to Peteo Animal Supplies, Inc.,
International Pet Supplies and Distribution, Inic., and any of their subsidiaries or affiliates.

1.6 On or about June 23, 2013, Shefa served JPP and various public

enforcement agencies with documents entitled “60-Day Notice of Violation” pursuant to Health &

| Safety Code § 25249.7(d) (the “Notice™), alleging that JPP was in violation of Proposition 63.

L7 Shefa’s Notice alieges that the Covered Products expose consumers 1o

I cocamide DEA without the requisite Propesition 65 warnings.

1.8 Cocamide DEA is listed pursuant to Proposition 65 as a chemical known

to the State of California to cause cancer,
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1.9 On or around September 4, 2013, Shefa filed a Complaint in the above-
captioned action (“Action™), alleging Proposition 65 violations as to the Covered Products and
asserting causes of action against JPP under Proposition 65..

1.10 IPP denies the claims of alleged violations asserted against it in the Action
and denies that it has any liability under Proposition 65.

1.11 The Parties enter into this Consent Judgment to resolve all Proposition 65
claims concerning the Covered Products set forth in the Notice and the Action.

112~ Nothing in this Consent Judgment shall be construed as an admission by
the Parties of any fact, finding, conclusion of law, issue of law or violation of faw, nor shall
compliance with this Consent Judgment constitute or be construed as an admission by the Parties of
any fact, conclusion of law, issue of law, or violation of law.

1.13 Nothing in this Consent Judgment shall prejudice, waive or impair any
right, remedy, argument or defense the Parties may have in this or any other or future legal
proceedings.

1.14 The term “Effective Date” means the date on which this Consent
Judgment is approved and entered by the Court.

2, INJUNCTIVE RELIEF

2.1 Reformulation of Covered Products. As of the Effective Date, JPP
shall not manufacture, distribute, sell or offer for sale any Covered Product that contains cocamide
DEA and that will be sold or offered for sale to California conswmers. All JPP products have been
reformulated without Cocamide DEA.

22 For purposes of this Consent Judgment, a Covered Product “contains
cocamide DEA” if cocamide DEA is an intentiorally added ingredient in the Covered Product.

B Sell through period. JPP’s Products that were manufactured, distributed,
shipped, sold or that are otherwise in the stream of commerce prior to the Effective Date shall be
subject to the release of liability pursuant to Section 5 of this Consent Judgment, without regard to

when such Products were, or are in the future, sold to consumers. As a result, the obligations of JPP
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as set forth in this Consent Judgment, including but not limited Section 2.1, do not apply to these
products. This settlement covers any sale of these products by Petco Animal Supplies, Inc.,
International Pet Supp_iies and Distribution, Inc., or any of their subsidiaries or affiliates, and any
other retail distributors prior to the Effective Date.

3. ENFORCEMENT

Shefa may, by motion or application for an order to show cause before the Alameda County
Superior Court, or, if the case is transferred back to the Los Angeles County Superior Court at the
conclusion of the Coordination Action, the Los Angeles Superior Court, may enforce the terms and
conditions contaiped in this Consent Judgment. Prior to bringing any motion or application to
enforce the requirements of Section 2 above, Shefa shall provide the Defendant with Notice of
Violation and a copy of any test results which purportedly support Shefa’s Notice of Violation. The
Parties shall then meet and confer regarding the basis for Shefa’s anticipated motion or application
in an atterapt to resolve the matter informally, including providing Settling Defendant a reasonable
opporturuty of at least thirty (30) days to cure any alleged violation. Should such attempts at
informal resolution fail, Shefa may file its enforcement motion or application. The prevailing party
on any motion to enforce this Consent Judgment shall be entitled to its reasonable attorney’s fees
and costs incurred as a result of such motion or application.

4. MONETARY PAYMENTS

4.1 Civil Penalty Payment Pursuant to Health & Safety Code § 25249.7(b)

JPP shall pay a total civil penalty payment of $1,000.00 within ten (10) days of Court
entry of this Consent Judgment, as follows: the civil penalty shall be apportioned in accordance
with California Health & Safety Code § 25249.12 (c¢) and (d), with 75% of these funds remitted to
the State of Califorma’s Office of Environmental Health Hazard Assessment (“OEHHA”) and the
remaining 25% of the penalty remitted to Plaintiff, both pursuvant to the procedures set forth in
Section 4.3.

4.2 Reimbursement of Plaintiff's Fees and Costs
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The parties.acknowledge that Plaintiff and its counsel offered to resolve this dispute

without reaching terms on the amount of fees and costs to be reimbursed to them, thereby leaving

il ‘this fee issue to be resolved after the material terms of the agreement had been settled. JPP

expressed a desire to resolve the fee and cost issue after the other settlement terms had been

il agreed. The Parties then attempted to (and did) reach an accord on the compensation due o

Plaintiff and its counsel under general contract principles and the private atlorney general doctrine

codified at California Code of Civil Procedure § 1021.5, for all work performed in this matter,

except fees that may be incurred on appeal. Under these legal principles, JPP shall pay the-amount

1 of $7,500.00 for fees and costs incurred investigating, litigating and enforcing this matfer,

including the fees and costs incurred (and yet to be incurred) negotiating, draffing, and obtaining

| ‘the Court’s approval of this Congent Judgment in the public interest.

4.3 Payment Procedures

5.2 Individual Release: Shefa, on behalf of itself, its past and cwrent agents,
representatives, attorneys, and successors and/or assignees, and rot in its representative capacity,
hereby provides a release that shall be effective as a full and final accord and satisfaction, as a bar to
all Claims under Proposition 65,Cal. Bus. & Prof. Code §§ 17200 et seq., or any other statutory or
common law, that are or may be asserted against Defendant Releasees and Additional Releasees,
whether known or unknown, suspected or unsuspected, arising out of alleged exposures to, and/or
failure to warn of alleged exposures to, cocarmnide DEA in the Covered Products shipped, distributed
or sold by JPP prior to the Effective Date.

53 General Release: It is possible that other Claims not known to the Parties
arising out of the facts alleged in the Notice or the Action will develop or be discovered. Shefa, on
behalf of itself, its past and cuirent agents, representatives, attorneys, and successors and/or assigns,
and not in its representative capacity, acknowledges that this Consent Judgment is expressly
intended ta cover and include all such Claims, including all rights of action therefor. Shefa has full
knowledge of the contents of Californta Civil Code § 1542. Shefa acknowledges that the Claims
released in Section 5.2 include unknown Claims, and Shefa nevertheless waives California Civil

Code § 1542 as to any such usknown Claims. California Civil Code § 1542 reads as follows:

“A GENERAL RELEASE DOES NOT EXTEND TO CLAIMS
WHICH THE CREDITOR DOES NOT KNOW OR SUSPECT
TO EXIST IN HIS OR HER FAVOR AT THE TIME OF
EXECUTING THE RELEASE, WHICH IF KNOWN BY HIM
OR HER MUST HAVE MATERIALLY AFFECTED HIS OR
HER SETTLEMENT WITH THE DEBTOR.”
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Shefa, on behalf of itself, its past and current agents, representatives, attorneys, and successors
and/or assignees, and not in its representative capacity, acknowledges and understands the
significance and consequences of this specific waiver of California Civii Code § 1542.

5.4 Compliance with the terms of this Consent Judgment by JPP shall be
decmed to constitute compliance by any Defendant Releasee or Additional Relcasee, (ircluding
Petco Animal Supplies, Inc., International Pet Supplies and Distribution, Inc., and any of their
subsidiaries or affiliates) with Proposition 65 regarding alleged exposures to cocamide DEA in the
Covered Products.

5.5 JPP’s Release: On behalf of itself and Defendant Releasees, JPP waives
all rights to institute any form of action against Shefa or Shefa’s attorneys, consultanis and
representatives for all actions taken or statements made in the course of this Action prior to the date
of the execution of this Consent Judgment.

6. COURT APPROVAL

0.1 This Consent Judgment is not effective until it is approved and entered by
the Court and shall be null and void if, for any reason, it is not approved and entered by the Court
within one year after it has been fully executed by all Parties.

7. SOLE AGREEMENT

7.1 ‘This Consent Judgment contains the sole and entire agreement and
understanding of the Parties with respect to the entire subject matter hereof, and any and all prior
discussions, negotiations. commitments or understandings related thereto, if any, are hereby merged
herein and therein.

Tl No representations, oral or otherwise, express or implied, other than those
specifically referred to in this Consent Judgment have been made by any Party hereto.

7.3 No supplementation, modification, waiver or termination of this Consent

Judgment shall be binding unless executed in writing by the Party to be bound thereby.

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7.4 No waiver of any of the provisions of this Consent Judgment shall be
deemed or shall constitute a waiver of any of the other provisions hereof whether or not similar, nor
shall such waiver constitute a continuing waiver.

8. MODIFICATION

3.1 This Consent Judgment may be modified from time to time by (i) a wrilten
agreement of the Parties and upon entry of a modified consent judgment by the Court thereon; or
(1) upen a successful motion or application of any Party and the entry of a modified consent
judgment by the Court.

9. GOVERNING LAW AND APPLICATION

9.1 The terms of this Consent Judgment shall be governed by the laws of the
State of California and shall apply only to Covered Products that are sold or offered for sale in the
State of California.

9.2 In the event that Proposition 65 is repealed, preempted or otherwise
rendered inapplicable by reason of law generally, or in the event California’s Office of
Environmental Health Hazard Assessment (“OEHHA”) establishes a “safe harbor™ himit for
Cocamide DEA, the Parties agree that it shall be grounds for modification of this Consent Judgment
with regard to any products thereafter manufactured, imported, distributed and/or sold by JPP for
sale in the State of California, that are so affected.

93 This Consent Judgment shall apply to and be binding upon Shefa and JPP
and their respective, divisions, subdivisions, and subsidiaries, successors and assigns.

9.4 The Parties, including their counsel, have participated in the preparation of
this Consent Judgment and this Consent Judgment is the result of the joint efforts of the Parties.

9.5 This Consent Judgment was subject to revision and modification by the
Parties and has been accepted and approved as to its final form by all Parties and their counsel.

9.6 Each Party to this Consent Judgment agrees that any statute or rule of

construction providing that ambiguities are to be resolved against the drafiing Party should not be
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employed in the interpretation of this Consent Judgment and, in this regard, the Parties hereby
waive California Civil Code § 1654.
